The cases w — 
tributed among the Dublin hospitals ‘by the 
Irish Automobile Club ambulance service, with 
the Dublin Corporation motor ambulance, two 
motot ambulances belonging to the Pembroke 
Urban District Council, and two AS.C. am- 


bulances. The Irish Automobile Club ambulance, 


service now includes two vehicles already given 
to the Club, which have each been fitted with 
four stretchers, while, as usual, many members 
lent their cars. Celerity in distribution was 
considerably facilitated by the absence of other 
traffic on the North Wall. The temporarily 
converted tratie vehicles in the ambulance ser- 
vice included yesterday those lent by the Junior 
Army and Navy Stores, Messrs. Todd, Burns, 
and Co., W. and R. Jacob, Francis Falkner, and 
J. E. Mills. As usual the stretcher work at the 
ship was done by the British Red Cross and 
St. John Ambulance joint V.A.D.’s. For the 
work at the North Wall Extension 120 orderlies 
were detailed, and for that at the hospitals 149. 
It was unfortunate for the wounded and those 
who served them that rain (fell steadily 
throughout the morning, and it was necessary 
to erect awnings over the hatchways of the 
ship and cover the men on the stretchers with 
oilsheets as they were carried to the motors. 
In order to obviate discomfort and suffering 
due to bad weather gangway shelters are to 
be fixed on the Extension, and so arranged that 
the motor ambulances can back into them, 
enabling the cases to be brought from the ship 
fhd put into the vehicles under cover. This 
is a very necessary provision for the winter. 
The work of debarkation of patients was ac- 
complished yesterday with a precision which is 
the outcome of good organisation and  ex- 
perience. It was watched through the gates by 
a number of the public. The work of removing 
the wounded started at 9 o'clock, and was com: 
pleted by 1 p.m. 

There was one death on board the Salta dur- 
ing the Voyage, Private Herbert Harrod, Royal 
Fusiliers, dying from pneumonia at sea on the 
ist September. Many of the cases had been 
brought directly pond from the front to the 
hospital ship.

Lord 
French reports this dramatic event very 
tersely. “She was at once picked up by 
searchlights, and heavily engaged by anti- 
aircraft guns and aeroplanes. After a 
few minutes the airship was seen to burst 
| into flame and to fall rapidly towards the 
earth. The ship was destroyed, the 
wreckage, engines, and the half-burned 
bodies of the crew being found at Cufflay, 
near Enfield.”” Tho other two ships were 
driven off by the defence without having 
been able to approach the centre of the city. 
The bombs dropped by the ships which 
flew over East Anglia and the south- 
eastern counties fell promiscuously. Many 
tell into the sea or in remote country 
districts. No military damage was caused ; 
the general damage was comparatively 
slight, and the casualties were extraordi- 
narily few. Two persons were killed. 
Such results, which have no effect upon 
the spirit of the English people, except 
to steel it to a greater determination to 
make every necessary sacrifice for the 
utter vanquishing of the enemy, do not 
serve to deflect any of our energy ffm 
the decisive theatres of war, and they cer- 
tainly will not repay Germany for the risk 
and expense which are involved in the 
promotion of the raids. ” An interesting” 
passage in Lord French's detailed report 
is that which refers to the large amount 
of wood used in the framework of the de- 
stroyed Zeppelin, and takes it to indicate 
a shortage of aluminium in Germany. The 
surest way to defeat ruthlessness in the 
air is to make it too costly, as submarine 
as made too costly.

Ruthlessness has always been the Ger- 
man policy whenever it was unchecked by 
weightier considerations. We are not 
surprised at the »ublic disposition to 
connect the enemy s most formidable air 
attack on England with von Hindenburg’s 
accession to the direction of the German 
military forces, If his gharacter is cor- 
rectly understood by those who have de- 


‘scribed him to us, he would send out the 
| Zeppelins at. every opportunity. and in 


their greatest force: he would send out the 
Fleet. His ideas in these two respects are 
being followed. Certainly that is so in 
regard to Zeppelins, and we believe that 
the present naval policy is intended to be 
one of discreet activity. On land Hinden- 
burg is the’ apostle of “heavy blows.” It 
is probable that his ideas in that respect 
may be modified as he becomes more fully 
acquainted with the information which is 
now at his disposal at the headquarters 
of the Great General Staff concerning the | 
military resources of the Central Empires. 
It is against the Russians chiefly that he 
would aim his strokes, and it has already 
beén pointed out that he represents the 


| policy of merely holding the enemy in the 


west while the chief weight is thrown upon 
the eastern front, There are signs that 
already the strength of the forces opposed 
to the Russians has been increased within 
the past few weeks. The amount of Ger- 
man “stiffening *’ which has been put into 
the Austriagj front is now very consider- 
able. In the Carpathians, for example, 
Silesian troops have been thrown into the 
fray to contest the Russian advance. Now 
the Bulgarians are being supported in the 
same way, for it is stated that Bulgarian 
and. German troops have advanced inte 
the Rumanian Dobrudja, where the 
Russian troops which have been sent along 
the Rumanian railways have not yet de- 
ployed. The Russian command reports a 
strong German offensive north of Kovel, 
and the repeated references in the Russian 
communiqués on Friday to fierce fighting 
at various points show that the new 
Russian attacks met with strong resist- 
ance. These attacks, it may be remarked, 
were launched from two directions towards 
Lemberg, and, although they have not 
attained such results in the gain of ground 
as were, perhaps, anticipated, they 
yielded a large haul of prisoners and 
booty.

Shortly after two o'clock I was aroused 
by my servants, who by this time are 
astomed to raids, for this 
is the third at which they have assisted. 
I rushed to a window at the back of my 
house which overlooks the local search- 
light, and saw that the ray was pointed 
almost vertically upwards, showing that 
the enemy must be very nearly overhead. 
Mentally congratulating myself that house 
and furniture were covered by the 
Government’s aircraft insurance scheme, I 
went to another window, whence I hoped 
to get another view-of the intruder. 

Alas! I had gone to the wrong window, 
and could see nothing except the faint 
flashes. from the anti-aircraft guns, which 
were booming all the time. In a few 
moments my servants, who had been 
stationed at another window, came to.tell 
me that the Zeppelin was down. They 
had seen a sudden and. tremendous burst 
of flame, which lit up the room in which 
they were “just as if we had switched on 
the electric light.” 

Being of a sceptical nature, I thought 
that they might have drawn a wrong infer- 
ence, and that the light they saw ‘might 
have come from a conflagration caused by 
one of the Zeppelin’s incendiary bombs. 
But a little later came a strange confirma- 
tion of their story. The air was suddenly 
rent by the sound of tremendous cheering. 
The cheers were like no others I have 
ever. heard, for blent with the note of 
triumph was another note that sounded 
almost savage. It represented the fierce 
exultation of primitive man rejoicing over 
the downfall of a bitter and determined 
foe. I can imagine that cheers like those 
greeted the fall of the Bastille. 

Lord French, as the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Home Forces, must be a 
happy man to-day, for the destructi6n of 
a Zeppelin is the outward and visible sign 
of the improvement wrought under his 
auspices in our defensive orgahisation. 
On this occasion searchlights, anti-air- 
craft guns, end night-flying aeroplanes all 
worked together to achieve this splendid 
result, which is not only most valuable 
in itself, but of even better augury for 
the future. 

The Headquarters Staff and the Press 
Bureau alsd deserve credit for the rapidity 
with which the néws was communicated 
to the public. The first official statement 
was issued shortly after midnight and 
appeared in all the Sunday papers. The 
second, containing the glad tidings that 
one of the raiders had been brought down 
in flames, came out at 3.20, barely an 


‘hour after the occurrence, and appeared 


in the late war editions in time for break- 
fast. Early in the afternoon a much 


} fuller report of the raid was issued, and 


there was a great run on 
editions containing it, 

“A statement of casualties will be 
issued to-morrow.. Reading this sentence 
one Haturally concluded that the casual- 
ties were expected to be numerous, and, 
indeed, with so many airships engaged; 
this would not be surprising. It was, 
therefore, very gratifying to find by a still 
later official report that the casualties so 
far received have, in fact, been athazingly 
few. Over the whole area indicated only

ft is announced that the London City and 
Midland Bank, Limited, is about to open an 
Irish branch, and that premises in a command- 
ing position in Belfast have been secured, which 
will probably be opened for the transaction 
of business in the near future, and certainly 

not later than at the close of the war. | 
in this country are very conservative, 
and move slowly within well-defined lines of 
caution, sometimes considered almost pedantic, 
but, nevertheless, erring, if at all, on the side of 
prudence.

he like Ireland, which has been rendered 
really wealthy beyond compare by war condi- 
tions and war prices? ‘The answer to that 
thought is a decisive “ No.” The move is evi- 
dently a personal one in some respects, the 
outcome ef Lord Pirrie’s (Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff) connection as a director of this London 
bank. The business prosperity of Ulster, sad, 
especially Belfast, with-its great shipbuilding, 
linen, tobacco, ete., industries, has extended, and. 
has large connections throughout the rest of 
the United Kingdom and abroad, and this 
great London and English provincial bank sees 
a promising opening. Of course, the question 
arises: Will other London and English pro- 
vincial banks or Scottish banks follow suit at 
once, or wait for: the financial result of 
London City and Midland move? We do not 
think there will be any immediate development 
of Eiiglish or Scotch banking in Ireland. though 
such a contingency must not by any reans be 
left out of account, more particularly if. the 
present extension to Belfast, to any fair extent, 
realises anticipations. 

English and Irish banking systems and charges 
by no means synchronise, and English and 
Scotch banks will have to adopt Irish methods 
to a great extent if they decide to come to this 
country. English bank charges are believed to 
be usually in excess of those made by Irish 
banks. For instance,*banks on the other side 
charge “ledger fees,” 

“turn over,” usually 2s. 6d. per cent. 

charges as business innovations would be 
strongly resented in Ireland, unless considerable 
compensatory advant accrued. 

Already two of our Irish banks have branches 
in England—i.c., the National and the Provin- 
ciai—and. we believe the question of opening 
branches in likely districts in England and 
Scotland was considered many years ago by 
other banks with their head offices in the 
North of Ireland, and rejected. The prospect 
of English and Scotch banking development in 
Ireland may lead to a reconsideration of the 
question at an early date, on the principle that 
one good turn—even a banking turn—deserves 
another, from a friendly competitive point of 
view. Certainly. some changes in Bank 
Charters and in note issue would necessarily 
have to take place, if it is decided presently 
to extend the present movement for bank inter- 
change facilities in Ireland to other parts of 
the United Kingdom. i : 

Tho fact that the London City and Midland 
Bank propose to open their first branch in 
Belfast, and not in Dublin, the capital city 
of the country, we think, shows the direct per- 
sonal influence of their local North of Ireland 
director, and that the imnovation is not likely 
to be followed, at present certainly, by the 
opening of other branches. If any general 
scheme of extension were really contemplated in 
Ireland, we fancy the English or Scotch bank 


}disposed to undertake the matter would not 


improbably acquire and absorb a bank already 
established, and from that “ jumping. off 
point seek to extend the connection by 
judicious. extensions in likely places. 
It is at least satisfactory to know that, if 
any further extension of English or Scotch 
banks to Ireland takes place as the result of 
the enterprise of some particular bank or banks, 
it was not the want of banking facilities by 
the existing Irish banks that induced the 
competition. It was the general financial know- 
ledge that, with the main economic questions 
affecting Ireland settled, the country was en- 
joying, commensurate prosperity quite outside 
the big special profits made under existing 
circumstaheés; and that the bank or banks 
of the sister countries desired, as a matter of 
‘business convenience, to share in them. 
Ireland, through both the “National and 
Provincia! Banks, years ago opened branches 
in London, which are admittedly now very ad- 
vantageous from an earning point of view.

BELFAST, Saturpar. 

The report that the London City and Midland 
Bank intends to open a branch in Belfast is 
regarded here as correct, although no official 
announcement to that effect has yet been made. 
Central premises have m secured in Castie 

ace, alongside the Ulster Club; but, so far as 

can gather, it is not intended to open the 
branch immediately, and it is possible that 
nothing will be done in that direction until the 
termination of the war. 

Much speculation has arisen in Belfast re- 
garding the effect which this new departure by 
one of the largest English joint stock and 
clearing banks will have upon the commercial 
community in Belfast. It is generally nised 
that the new element of competition will tend 
to stimulate industrjal and financial activity. 
In view of the trade expansion anticipated after 
the war, this is regarded as a factor which will 
prove of considerable advantage to Belfast and 
its industries. the other hand, it is acknow-. 
ledged that in gelecting Belfast for a branch 
the London City/and Midlaud Bank, recognisin 
the great -busingss activity of the Province of 
Ulster, - merely ires to secure portion of its 
banking business, The element of competition 
which it will intraduce with the local banks is 
expected to lead tA greater facilities being ac-. 
corded to business n. How far this e la- 
tion will prove correct will depend et upon 
the terms under which the London Bank intends 
to do business in Belfast. At present business 
men have no reason to complain of the treat- 
ment which they receive from the focal banks. 
The readiness. with which money has been ad- 
vanced in the past to men of provefl character 
and ability, often without any adequate col- 
lateral security, has been one of the most im- 
portant factors in the development of the in- 
dustrial activity of Belfast. There never was 
any fear that these facilities would be curtailed 
after the war, but the opening of the branch of 
the English bank will help to guarantee a 
larger amount of money evailable to business 
men for future developments of their industries. 

Many of the leading Belfast linen, engineer- 
ing, shipbuilding, and other firms have banking 
accounts in one or other of the Belfast banks, 
and also aeeounts in one of the London joint 
stock banks. This is particularly the case in 
regard to the firms which transact a consider- 
able amount of business through their London. 
offices, and receive there the greater porti 
their pavments. It is exnected thnt one of the 
princinal objects of the London City and Mid- 
land Bank in opening a branch here is to secure 
the business of these firms, not only in London, 
but also in Belfast.

THE RAID OF THIRTEEN 


ZEPPELINS.

The air raid on Saturday might, says The 
Times, was by far the most formidable yet at- 
tempted against this country. The most striking 
fact about this undertaking, in which no fewer 
than thirteen airships were employed, is its 
utter futility. The moral effect in London of 
this latest exhibition of “ frightfulness ' may 
be gauged by the attitude of the crowds, who 
hurried into the streets, despite all warnings, to 
see the fight, and by the Derby Day procession 
of holiday-makers who visited Enfield yesterday 
to gaze upon the wreck. The decrease in the 
ficiency of these attacks within recent months 
is remarkable. We are better prepared to meet 
them. We have more and better guns, more 
end better aeroplanes and searchlights, more and 
better trained men to work all three, and a 
better system of co-ordination in the whole 
scheme of defence. 


WHERE THE RAIDER FELL. 


A family who live about a hundred yards 
from where the Zeppelin fell in flames recounted 
their experiences to me, says a Special Cor- 
respondent of The Times. They said that they 
were first warned of the approach of hostile 
aircraft at 2.30 this (Sunday) morning, when 
they heard distant gun firing. While they were 
down stairs they saw from the window facing 
the north a sheet of flame, followed immediately 
by another sheet. They next saw a huge mass 
of fire descending from the skies, and now and 
again pieces of burning material falling from it. 
There was no explosion when they saw the two 
flashes, but all they heard was a hissing sound, 
like air being forced out of a ball, a terrible 
noise like falling rocks, and an uncanny 
crackling of burning wood. The huge mass of 
flame fell lower and lower, coming from north 
to the west, and crashed into the field 
opposite, narrowly missing a farmer's house. 
While it was on the ground there were a series 
of minor explosions of the bursting machine 
gun and revolver cartridges, caused by the heat. 
The sight of the burning airship was terrible.

The new measures taken for the reduc 
tion or obscuration of lights undoubtedly 
proved most efficacious, for the raifling 
squadrons, instead of steering a steady 
course as in the raids of the spring and 
last autumn, groped about in the darkness 
looking for a safe avenue of approach 
to their objectives. 

Three airships only were able to ap- 
proach the outskirts of London. One of 
them appeared over the northern districts 
at about 2.15 a.m., where she was at once 
picked up by searchlights and heavily en- 
gaged by anti-aircraft guns and aero- 
planes. After a few minutes the airship 
was seen to burst into flame and to fall 
rapidly towards the earth. The ship was 
destroyed, the wreckage, engines, and the 
hali-burned bodies of the crew being found 
at Ouffiey, ‘near Enfield. Our experts 
hope'to be able to reconstruct certain por- 
tions of the framework. 

The large amount of wood employed in 
the framework of the Zeppelin is stand: 
ing, and would seem to point to a shortage 
of aluminium in Germany.

A great number of bombs were dropped 
promiscuously over the East Anglian and 
the south-eastern counties, but complete 
reports of casualties and damage have not 
yet been received. Those to hand indicate 
that the damage and loss of life 
are not heavy, considering the number of 
the ships engaged, a great number of the 
bombs dropped having fallen either in the 
sea or in remote country districts. 

it is hoped that any persons who have 
picked up fragments of the wrecked air- 
ship will submit them to General Head- 
quarters, Ho Forces, Horseguards, 
Whitehall, wifhout delay. If of no 
value in the reconstruction of the airship 
they will be returned to the owners. It 
should be remembered that the retention 
of such articles constitutes a contravention 
of the Defence of the Realm Regulations 
(Section 35 B).

A meeting of railwaymen was held at Bir- 
mingham yesterday, and was addressed by Mr. 
Bellamy, President of the National Union. A 
resolution was proposed urging the Government 
to put into operation a scheme for controlling 
food prices, and pledging support to the execu- 
tive to obtain 10s. a week increase for union 
men only.

The following is the full text of the Anglo- 
French Note handed .to the Greek Government 
this evening :— 

By order of their Governments, the under- 
signed Ministers of France and Great Britain 
have the honeur to bring the following com- 
munication to the knowledge of the Greek 
Government :— 

(1) The t@o Allied Governments, 
from a sure source that their enemies receive 
information in diverse ways, and notably 
through the agency of the Greek telegraphs, de- 
mand the control of the Post and of the Tele- 
graphs, including the wireless system. — 

(2) Many agents employed in corruption and 
espionage must immediately leave Greece, and 
not return until the conclusion of hostilities. 

(3) The necessary measures must be taken 
against such Greck subjects as have rendered 
themselves guilty of complicity in the abbve- 
mentioned corruption and espionage.

To-day I heard the unending rattle and* roar 
of the machine-guns that are defeating Ger-

Here, like the ribs of an unimaginably huge 
leviathan, lay the shipway in which the Lusi- 
tania. was born; and, -all around it, were the 
stark Spartan cradles of her avengers. Mile 
after mile they stretched, like a skeleton forest. 
Men moved like ants among their naked boughs. 


| Dark bulks, embryo battleships, grew and took 


shape below them, among those gigantic wooden 
ribs. The hammers raitled and roared in 8 
deafening crescendo that drowned all speech. 
They rang and palpitated and boomed together, 
through all the smoky day, from dawn to sun- 
set; and through all the furnaced night, from 
sunset to dawn. 
CONCENTRATED ENERGY OF THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE, 

Here, at last, Í heard the ahswer of the 
British Empire to Germany—in that unceasing 
sound as of rapid-firing guns. Here were 
hammers engaged in something too mighty to 
be anything less than conclusive, Is England 
slow at the up-take? Yes—but the reason was 
evident here. If she is to exercise her might, 
it means the diversion or unleashing of half the 
energies of the human race. Howhbeit, the word 
had been. spoken, and the terrible process. was 
obviously well on the way here. e drivin 
power behind al! these pounding hammers an 
revolving wheels and swinging cranes was the 
whole united power of the British Empire from 
India to Africa, and from Canada to New Zea- 
land. No power on earth could stop it now. 
There was an impersonal planetary movement 
behind theg process which meant simply one 
thing—the defeat of Germany. 

England lost eight destroyers in the Jutland 
battle. saw a shipyard whence, in that same 
week, they had launched fifteen new destroyers. 
And, what is more, I saw brood after brood of 
ships, In yard after yard, ready to follow. No 
sooner was one ship launched than another was 


laid down. England is an island, a simple fact, 
but not fully understood in the Middle West of 
a Continent like North America. If England 
| lost control of the sea she would starve in siz 
weeks. And she is taking no risks—none ait all. 
Uf she lost half her Fleet to-morrow she would 
still have as large a fleet as that with which 
she began the war, and more, many more, ships 
to follow. There never was building like this 
‘Fh the history of the world. The English do not 
use the word “ colossa!l,” but, if Germany is 
fond of the word, here is a subject to which 
she may apply it. 

saw, nearing completion in this one cradle 
of ships, a fleet of destroyers, a fleet of sub- 
matines, a fleet of battle-cruisers, that in them- 
selves would have 
navy for any country. Here, too, were certain 
~ Mystery ships,’’; ships of a new type, round 
which special screens had| been built to guard 
them from too inquisitive eyes. And if mere 
size be a quality of the “colossal.” I saw 
several submarines, larger than any hitherto 
built ; and battie-eruisers that would out-strip 
any ship in the world, and were considerably 
larger than any batile-ships in existence. 

They already carried their armament. and I 
knew not which were the most impressive, the 
great muzziles of the gigantic guns that looked 
as if they could shatter a world: ar the giant 
chimney shafts in the background, that looked 
like cannon, up-mouthed to the skies. with the 
smoke of their last discharge curling about their 
lack lips, while two sentinel aeroplanes slowly 
circled above. ; 

HIVE OF INDUSTRY. 

And here, again, as in every branch of this 

world-war, these things implied almost un- 


imaginable preliminaries: In a dozen mile 
wide workshops surrounding the ship- 
yards, I saw thousands of -workers. men 
and women, wrestling, in a veritable 
fire of devotion, with a thousand labours 
of Hercules. - Here the gigantic propellers 
were being shaped and polished, with the 


passion of the sculptor, to their exquisite curves. 
Here the thousand tiny blades of the turbine 
rotors were each fixed, separately, at its right 
angle, with the minute care of the watch- 
: maker. 

The newspapers have talked much of the 
labour troubles on the Clyde, for the simple 
reason that one man in a city who throws his 
cheir through a restaurant window will be more 
widely advertised by the Press than the three 
million who merely use their, chairs in the 
ordinary way. But I happefied ta visit the 
Clyde at the time of the brief annual holiday 
which the workers had been asked to forego: 
and I saw for myself how they were refuting 
the libe! uponghem. Al) these thousands were 
working and sweating as if their lives depended 
on the achievement of each minute. 

And let »ohody think that the abandonment 
of their orie’ holiday was a small sacrifice on 
the part of these “sheltered” workers, Nobody 
who has been -through those grinding © work- 
shops will ever again think that. In the
